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seldom shut up—a sort of human phonograph. Then I lost my needles. 

The printing presses, told about last month, helped a bit; but 
mostly I was obliged to print what other people wrote, so as to get 
revenue for my shop.

She may greet them 
cheerfully, assist them with their 
coats, make them comfortable 
and happy with suitable reading 
material, words of comfort, while 
they await what they too often 
feel is to be a trying experience. 





*Miss Paradis is a dental assistant to 
Doctor M. E. Peters, Boston. 
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By her calm and quiet manner 
and air of assurance the dental 
assistant may quiet the patient’s 
nerves and have him finally reach 
the operating room with a happy 
feeling that here is an office 
where he will be treated with 
courtesy, kindness, and consid- 
eration. He will naturally assume 
that such kindness and consider- 
ation could not exist in an office 
where the dentist too was not 
kind and gentle. 

Among the many duties of the 
assistant may be listed those of 
receptionist, secretary, bookkeep- 
er, hygienist, laboratory assist- 
ant, x-ray technician, assistant in 
bacteriology and microscopy, 
housekeeper and finally operat- 
ing room assistant. 

Needless to say I am not going 
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to try to cover these duties in one 
article but I am going to cover in 
a general way those duties which 
an assistant may perform, for the 
benefit of the dentist and the pa- 


tient, after he enters the operat- 


ing room. 

The patient has been waiting 
in the reception room until the 
dentist is ready and at that time 
the assistant ushers the patient 
to the operating room. If the pa- 
tient is making her first visit, the 
assistant introduces the patient 
to the dentist and seats her com- 
fortably in the dental chair. 

Here the patient receives a 
pleasant surprise. His head rests 
on a comfortable pillow, not the 
usual type of head rest used for 
dental chairs. These pillows of 
eiderdown inserted in a pillow 
case firmly attached to the head 
rest are greatly appreciated by 
the patient and he will often com- 
ment on this improvement. The 
patient has noticed the spotless 
condition of everything in the of- 
fice, for you see the assistant has 
been at work at least a half hour 
before the first patient arrives. 

The windows have been wiped on 
the inside so the glass sparkles; 
the window sills have been wiped 
and polished with furniture pol- 
ish; the cabinets have been care- 
fully dusted with a suitable oiled 
duster, and washed every week 
with warm water and soap and 
polished with furniture polish, 
the engine oiled, hand pieces 
cared for and so many things 
done by the assistant before the 
patient has come, that he cannot 
help being impressed by the ap- 
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pearance of things. The uniforms 
of both dentist and assistant are 
fresh and the patient settles back 
in the chair satisfied that he has 
found the office and the dentist 
where everything is immaculate, 
restful, and quite to his liking. 

May I suggest here that if you 
wish your office to be as it should 
be, just imagine that instead of a 
patient, you are preparing to re- 
ceive a very special guest, whom 
you wish to impress and whom 
you wish to have like you. If you 
can do this each day and for every 
patient, you need have no fears 
for the appearance of your office 
or your patient’s or dentist’s ap- 
preciation of it. 

When the patient is seated in 
the chair a bib of gray or tan or 
green is tied in place for dress 
protection and a paper handker- 
chief handed to the patient to use 
instead of her own. The colored 
bibs have the advantage of caus- 
ing so much less glare than white 
bibs or towels. 

Gray paper on bracket tops in- 
stead of white greatly reduces the 
glare and eye strain for the den- 
tist and the more you get away 
from white or even shiny equip- 
ment, which produces a glare, the 
more restful your operating room 
will be. 

The patient is now ready for 
the dentist. What can an assist- 
ant do in the operating room to 
make the patient’s visit shorter 
and easier, and help the dentist 
to get results with the least possi- 
ble expenditure of effort and 
time? 

If you are in the operating room 
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regularly and havean opportunity 
to see the various operations per- 
formed many times, make a note 
either mentally or on paper, of 
the instruments used for each op- 
eration. Try it several times and 
you will find that for any given 
operation the dentist as a rule 
uses the same instruments. For 
cavity preparations, for inlay im- 
pressions, for jacket crown prep- 
aration, for setting inlays, for 
plaster impressions, in short for 
virtually every operation, the 
same instruments are used each 
time that operation is performed. 
The dentist has his pet instru- 


ments for each thing. he.does,.so. 


why not get them all together 
for him in one place, as in the 
cabinet drawer, or on one tray, or 
grouped so that he will not have 
to open every drawer in the office 
while performing one operation? 

Try the simpler ones first, and 
then one by one make groupings 
for other necessary operations. 

Let us try first a grouping for 
procaine injections. There are 
only a few things needed for that 
operation. Let us see what they 
are. There are needles both long 
and short, the syringe itself with 
hubs for both kinds of needles, 
some topical obtundant and 
swabs for applying it. These are 
virtually all the things the den- 
tist can use in making an injec- 
tion. They all fit nicely on a small 
tray which may be purchased at 
a slight cost, so get one some day 
and put these items together. I 
know the dentist will like it and 
it will save a lot of fumbling about 
as well as a lot of time. Apply the 





hand, so that he can use it he may 
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same principle to such operations 
as prophylaxis, root canal treat- 
ments, placing and removing rub- 
ber dam, pyorrhea treatments, 
gold foil and amalgam restora- 
tions, plaster impressions, im- 
pressions and bites for inlays and 
crowns and as many other opera- 
tions as the dentist performs. 
This grouping system may help- 
fully be applied to the prepara- 
tion of cavities. Every dentist has 
his special pet instruments for 
this operation, a certain few chis- 
els, spoon excavators, hatchets, 
and so on, which he regularly 
uses. These can be marked or 


. Ahumbered in such a way. and can 


be asked for by the dentist in 
terms understood by the assist- 
ant. They can be grouped and 
kept mounted ready for use on 
one rack, where they can’ be 
reached by the dentist, or passed 
to him by the assistant. When 
used they can be placed in a simi- 
lar rack on the bracket table, and 
if needed again during the opera- 
tion be found in the right place 
without fumbling through a lot 
of instruments. This avoids con- 
fusion, expedites the operation, 
and impresses the patient with a 
system. 


Passing Instruments 


May I suggest that, if you pass 
an instrument to the dentist, you 
be sure to place the instrument 
firmly in his hand, in such a posi- 
tion that he can work with the in- 
strument without changing its 
position. If he must move the in- 
strument into a position in his

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drop it. I would suggest that you 
practice handing a friend a pen- 
cil in such a way that it can be 
used without changing its posi- 
tion and have him do the same 
with you. This will bring home 
my point much more clearly than 
I can describe it. 

If, for instance, you hand the 
dentist a pair of rubber dam 


clamp forceps for placing a clamp | 


on a lower tooth, see that the 
points which fit into the clamp 
are pointed down. If it isan upper 
tooth, see that they are pointed 
up. Study the various operations 
and note how the different in- 
struments are handled and try to 
place them properly in the den- 
tist’s hand so that he may use 
them without changing their po- 
sition. 

Why not visit a few dental of- 
fices if you have a chance and see 
the waste of time and effort by 
the dentist in choosing a new bur? 
He either goes to a rack, with an 
assortment of all kinds of burs, 
and after looking for half a min- 
ute finds one that suits him, or 
he goes to a cabinet drawer, opens 
a new package, removes a bur, 
replaces the package, and then 
proceeds to use the bur he has 
finally found. Not many kinds of 
burs are used by the dentist, al- 
though he seems to have all the 
kinds ever made, and all mixed 
together. 

I have noted the kinds the den- 
tist most frequently uses, removed 
them from the packages, and 
placed them in a definite order in 
small open glass trays in a cabi- 
net drawer. On the cabinet above 
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I have these same burs mounted 
in the same order in bur blocks, so 
that they can be reached instant- 
ly and, as soon as one is removed 
from the bur block, it is replaced 
from one of the trays in the draw- 
er below. Except in most unusual 
conditions, the dentist never has 
to open a drawer or a package to 
get any bur he needs. I suggest 
you try this. 

An extra pair of hands in the 
operating room is so helpful for 
such things as retracting lips and 
tongues, placing and removing 
rubber dam, annealing, placing 
and malleting gold foil, taking 
shades for silicates while the den- 
tist is preparing the cavities, 
spraying water on a tooth while 
it is being operated upon, or for 
blowing away chips and tooth 
dust during the operation, for 
passing instruments to the den- 
tist as needed, for softening im- 
pression compound and wax bites 
for inlays, and for having all sup- 
plies ready when and where need- 
ed, to say nothing of the usual 
operations of mixing cements, sil- 
icates, and amalgams. Personally, 
I just can’t see how any dentist 
can operate efficiently without the 
assistant’s help. 

To perform these various duties 
satisfactorily, it is necessary for 
the assistant to study and know 
the dentist’s usual routine in the 
various operations, to anticipate 
his wishes, and to have a full 
knowledge of the handling of the 
various instruments and supplies 
used, and to understand fully the 
mixing of the different plastic 
materials, how to produce a quick 
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or a slow setting cement, and how 
to mix properly silicates and 
amalgams according to the den- 
tist’s liking. An incorrect pro- 
cedure on our part in this phase 
of the work may undo the good 
which he has done. 

Keeping the operating room 
clean and orderly and assisting in 
the operations is but a small part 
of the operating room assistant’s 
work. The preparing of supplies, 
the upkeep of the cabinet draw- 
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ers, the proper care and labeling 
of bottles, the orderly arrange- 
ment of medicines and supplies 
and restoration materials, and 
the sterilization of instruments 
are all time consuming but of 
great value when properly done. 


Duties of the Assistant 


Let us look into the cabinet and 
note what a competent assistant 
has been doing in her spare mo- 
ments. We will find: 


The articulating paper has been cut in sizes ready for use. 


The swabs seem neat and well formed. This is because the applicators have 
been barbed with a knife before being wrapped and the swabs dipped in 


water, and dried, to prevent fraying. 


The polishing strips have been tapered at one end to permit of easier 


threading through interproximal space. 


Tooth picks have been whittled three sided and cut in short lengths for 
wedging matrices for amalgam restorations. 


The cap of the vaseline tube has been drilled with a number 5 round bur 
making it possible to squeeze a small amount through without removing the 


cap. 


Wax bites have been made by placing a sheet of number 60 tinfoil or cello- 
phane between two thicknesses of base plate wax cut in suitable sizes with a 


photographer’s paper cutter. 


Impression compound cones of various sizes have been made by forcing soft 


compound into steel dies. 


Sheet steel has been cut in suitable sizes for matrices for inlay impressions. 


Base plate gutta-percha has been cut in suitable sizes for temporary res- 


torations. 


In the disc drawer, a disc of each kind was already mounted in both long 
and short mandrels, and in the bur block on the cabinet other mandrels were 
mounted with discs ready for immediate use. 


A strip of rubber had been cut in sizes suitable for use as a rubber dam. 


Root canal instruments were soaking in a sterilizing solution ready for im- 


mediate use. 
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Sterile packets of towels and cotton and dressings for root canal treat- 
ments were found wrapped in unbleached cotton. 


The silicate bottles, in a lower drawer of the cabinet, were all marked with 
gummed numbers, both on the cap and on the bottle. The surface of the 
celluloid caps had been previously roughened with a sandpaper disc so that 
the numbers would adhere to them. 


Uniform eye dropper bottles were used for all medicines. These were 
labelled on both sides, with typewritten labels made from dull finished white 
oil cloth and painted over with colorless liquid nail polish. 


Cabinet drawers were lined with this same dull finished oil cloth, covered 
with cellophane. Several thicknesses of paper were used under the oil cloth 
to muffle sound. 


Small pieces of camphor were found in the instrument drawer to help keep 
the instruments bright, as it does your silver at home. 


The instruments were all bright, having been carefully polished each day, 
and about once a month they were polished with a paste made from an 
abrasive soap powder and tincture of green soap. 


Large size dental napkins had been obtained in different sizes suitable for 
various needs. : 


Small trays were ready for cases going to the laboratory and slips and pen- 
cil were put in the same drawer for marking the patient’s name and date of 
the next appointment. The appointment book showed the letter “L” beside the 
patient’s name so the secretary might know there was a laboratory case to be 
ready at that visit, in case the appointment had to be changed. 


Glass saliva ejectors were clean and sparkling. This was accomplished by 
soaking them in a solution of potassium dichromate and sulphuric acid and 
then rinsing in clean water. 


All instruments and supplies in the cabinet were neatly arranged and 
grouped in such a manner that all things in one drawer were for use in one 
operation, and the cabinet arranged in such a way that the supplies used by 
the assistant were in the section of the cabinet farthest from the chair while 
the things the dentist usually got from the cabinet were at the end nearer him. 


The cuspidor was bright, having been washed with an abrasive soap, and 
stains had been removed with oxalic acid. 


The impression trays were bright, having been wiped with choloroform, and 
the dentist’s initials had been carved on each tray with a number one round 


bur. 


The chair was bright because of polishing each morning, and the rubber 
mats were polished with a neutral shade shoe polish. 
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The record cards, examination slips, and roentgenograms for each patient 
were kept in separate envelopes and neatly filed. 


Jacket crown, partial dentures, and removable bridge models were neatly 
filed in uniform boxes and properly labelled.

PROPOSE COMMEMORATIVE STAMP 


THE ISSUANCE OF a2 Commemorative postage stamp in recognition of 
the Centennial of the birth of professional dentistry was proposed in a 
resolution recently adopted by the Council of the Cleveland Dental 
Society. In the resolution it was pointed out that dentistry is America’s 
exclusive contribution to the world because the first dental college in 
the world was established in this country in 1840. It was called the 
Baltimore College of Dental Surgery and marked the beginning of 
professional dentistry. In proposing a commemorative stamp it was 
the thought of the Council that this would aid in bringing national 
recognition of the importance of dental health. A copy of the resolu- 
tion has been sent to Postmaster General Farley, and a request was 
made to the Secretary of the American Dental Association that all 
constituent societies send similar requests for a commemorative 
stamp to the Postmaster General. 








WHAT FEE 
IF ANY? 


HAVE YOU EVER fully realized what 
brings a patient to your office, 
and finally what prompts him to 
say, “All right doctor, let’s get the 
work under way.” The answer to 
these questions may in some de- 
gree determine how dentistry 
should attempt to attract more 
patients. As evidence for this 
premise one has but to reflect how 
seldom the issue arises in the 
mind of the patient as to whether 
or not it is even possible to give 
the service that we recommend 
for him. Mainly he is thinking 
that he is in trouble and what 
will it cost to get out of it. 

We are told in our journals 
about the large number of per- 
sons (some 40,000,000) who are 
without the benefit of dentistry 
perhaps because of what seems to 
them to be either an excessive or 
prohibitive fee. Has anyone ever 
suggested what fee if any would 
be acceptable and thereby bring 
these persons to the point of ac- 
tion? Truthfully, in the eyes of 
most persons, and _ especially 
among this large group which, 
according to report, are without 
dental care, a dental experience 
is one to be avoided particularly 
if it must be paid for. The reason- 
ing in the demand for a necessity 
such as dentistry is far different

from the thinking in relation to 
a desire for luxuries. 

Treating this lack of demand 
from the point of view of cause 
rather than from the symptoms 
which are so obvious; namely, few 
patients, we would shift our at- 
tention from a growing tendency 
toward a lowering of fees to a 
means whereby the patients could 
receive the benefits of our serv- 
ices through a systematic con- 
tractual savings or insurance 
fund. 

Dental patients are at this mo- 
ment, and for years past have 
been, paying the equivalent of an 
insurance premium if you con- 
sider their dental expenditure for 
the past ten years and prorate 
this amount annually or monthly 
as you choose. Even the patient 
is happily surprised when his own 
expenditure is viewed from this 
angle. 

Insurance is sold only through 
the continual emphasis, to the 
prospective policy holder, on the 
benefits which either he or the 
beneficiary will receive. As little 
mention as possible is made of 
the suffering or sorrow that is 
necessary to bring about the 
much talked of benefits. The pre- 
mium necessary to secure these 
benefits is not emphasized and 
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“Information on treatment and 
cost experience is necessary for 
any possible dental insurance 
contract. The dentist’s records 
are the key to this informa- 
tion.” 
































when it is mentioned it is only in 
terms of monthly and at most 
yearly remittances. Did you ever 
hear an insurance salesman 
quote, for example, a ten year 
remittance for the slightly pos- 
Sible benefits to be received? 


Dental Benefits 


And so with dentistry, there 
are definite benefits to be derived 
from the wise counsel and serv- 
ices rendered by dentists, bene- 
fits that far outweigh the cost. 
For instance, we all know of the 
relation of oral infection to 
health, of the lesson of comfort, 
and of dental efficiency. To re- 
ceive these benefits the premium 
payable would vary in degree of 
inconvenience and the financial 
sacrifice would be a surprisingly 
small monthly remittance spread 
over years. We are accustomed to 
both of these in other of life’s 
contacts, so why be startled at 
this suggestion if it would bring 
about the ultimate in dental 
benefits? The natural question at 
this point would be, how can you 
tell what the yearly or monthly 
premium would be? Few have 
realized that the answer to this 
question is at your command 
within the limits of your own 
practice. The answer will be sur- 
prisingly similar for typical com- 
munities and in all probability 
will average not even 10 cents a 
day. Downtown metropolitan 
areas will probably average the 
highest, residential suburban 
areas next, and perhaps rural sec- 
tions the lowest; this no doubt 
being due in a large measure to 
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the increase of overhead and ra- 
tio of income to living expenses in 
the metropolitan area as against 
rural areas. 

Strangely enough, as I write 
this article there has been made 
available by a well known fire 
insurance company a “rider” on 
their scheduled property floater 
policy insuring “all risks of loss 
or damage to artificial teeth” as 
a result of breakage, fire, theft, 
or accidental loss. 

Here you see the recognition of 
the need of protection against the 
entirely possible hazards to com- 
pleted dental appliances? Just 
so definite are the hazards of 
maintenance of the dentition of 
our patients. They have been pay- 
ing for this maintenance in lump 
sums, and I believe that the 
burden could be made lighter and 
more beneficial to all concerned 
by the establishment of some 
plan for a dental health policy. 


Study Records 


At this point it might be well to 
take a look into our own practice 
and find out for ourselves what 
our own patients have been 
spending for dental maintenance 
over a period of no less than ten 
years. It is my hope that those of 
you who are by this time inter- 
ested in what has preceded will 
take the trouble to go through 
your files and pick out those pa- 
tients whom you have every rea- 
son to believe have been in your 
sole care for no less than ten 
years. Select at least 100 of such 
patients and preferably those who 
have had a great deal of dental

service. Now, total the expendi- 
ture of each one and divide that 
by the number of years you have 
served them and you have the 
annual expenditure per person. It 
seems more interesting if you 
break down that figure to the 
monthly expenditure. We are 
next interested in the average 
annual or monthly expenditure 
(or we may begin to call it pre- 
mium). Obviously, we will then 
total the annual or monthly ex- 
penditure of all the 100 or more 
accounts which were selected and 
this amount, when divided by the 
number of accounts, will give the 
average expenditure or premium 
which has been paid by these pa- 


tients whom you might properly . 


consider your poorest risk from 
an insurance point of view be- 
cause of their extreme need of 
dental care. Therefore, if we be- 
lieve that we will carry on in the 
future in an economy similar to 
the one of the past, it is fair to 
presume that we have informa- 
tion or actuarial data which would 
be helpful as a beginning for 
some form of dental insurance. 

The benefits will be the same in 
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all cases: the right to choose a 
certain dentist, at least two pro- 
phylaxes a year, a full mouth 
roentgenographic diagnosis, all 
operative and prosthetic work 
taken care of as it occurs, or in 
fact dentistry practiced as it 
should be. The patient will have 
paid for it and of course he will 
come and get it. Did you ever hear 
of benefits arising from other 
insurance policies which the in- 
sured person did not ask for? 
And so you see it is possible to 
determine what your patients 
have been paying on a monthly 
basis over, for example, a ten 
year period. They are paying it 
now, shall we say reluctantly, for 
typical items such as _ inlays, 
bridges, dentures, and extrac- 
tions, because the assessment 
comes in a lump sum. This same 
expenditure becomes insignifi- 
cant when spread as it should be 
over the years of service which it 
affords them and from which 
they are definitely benefited. 
Therefore, what fee if any?

know. You bet, it’s a shame .. .”’ 

“Socialized dentistry’s like the 
New Deal. It’s a blanket term, 
used to cover everything...” 

“Well, I plan on about ten more 
years.” “Ten? I should go forty 

“No, I can’t complain. Business 
holding up. Of course it isn’t as 
good as the old days...” 

“My boy’s ready for high- 
school. A dentist? Not on your life 

“We're heading toward govern- 
ment controlled dentistry. I 
don’t say I approve of it, I say 
that’s what we’re heading for. 
People expect the government to 
take care of them. Half of my 
patients are on relief...” 

“T don’t mind my bald head so 
much. It’s keeping the back of my 
ears clean that bothers me...” 

“They’re thinking of a new fra- 
ternity house. That will mean a 
touch ...” 
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“TI wish I had practiced den- 
tistry forty years ago, and taken 
my fees out in barley. My out- 
standing bills look like the War 
Debt...” 

“The clamor for dental health 
insurance is our biggest headache 
at present...” 

“Dental health insurance? 
Don’t make me laugh. The pub- 
lic never knows what it wants, or 
what to do with it when it gets 
Mies 

“For the third year out I think 
I’m doing pretty well. Owed by 
some of the best people in town 

Some of these comments were 
the result of direct questioning. 
Others—well, isn’t there a pleas- 
anter word for eavesdropping? 

And this is what Doctor Mar- 
cus L. Ward, President of the 
American Dental Association, in 
his suite at the Radisson Hotel, 
had to tell me. 

“TI do believe that the govern- 
ment and the profession should 
cooperate in regard to the indi- 
gent. However, too much govern- 
ment interference could easily 
be the destruction of dentistry. 

“An extended dental school 

curriculum isn’t advisable at this 
time. Too little money is available 
for a corresponding enlarged ed- 
ucational program. An interne- 
ship would be desirable for the 
specialties; I doubt if it will ever 
be enforced for general practice. 

“What I would like to empha- 
size,” he added, “is that the den- 
tal profession must utilize the 
women’s clubs, the _ teachers, 

the Parent-Teacher Association; 
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must make every effort to sel] 
itself to the public. We are liy- 
ing in a modern age and must 
use modern, ethical means to 
bring ourselves to the fore- 
ground. Only in these directions 
does sound and successful den- 
tistry lie.” 

Doctor John C. Brauer, head of 
the division of preventive den- 
tistry at the University of Iowa, 
was pleasantly loquacious. 

“More dentists,” he said, “are 
deathly afraid of children than 
there are children afraid of den- 
tists. So you see there is a great 
field open for men who like and 
understand youngsters. Children 
should begin visiting the dentist 
at two, two and a half, not later 
than three. It is not only better 
psychology to break them in when 
perhaps nothing more than a 
prophylaxis is indicated, but 
many cases of malocclusion are 
prevented by these early check- 
ups. In these times attractive 
teeth are a social and business 
requirement.” 

But let’s see what some of the 
other speakers had to say. 

“We can’t all be Robert Taylors, 
but we can own a movie-star 
smile. It is no farther away than 
the nearest dentist’s office. Ir- 
regular, discolored, unsightly 
teeth are unnecessary today, 
while the ‘gold-tooth’ simper is 
definitely out.”—Doctor John V. 
Brown, lecturer in prosthetics at 
Kansas City Western Dental Col- 
lege.

MINNESOTA RECOMMENDS INCREASE IN A. D. A. DUES 


AT THE MEETING Of the House of Delegates of the Minnesota State 
Dental Association in Minneapolis in February, one of the resolutions 
passed that aroused particular enthusiasm was of national signifi- 
cance. It favored an increase of two dollars in the dues of the American 
Dental Association, provided that certain steps would be undertaken 
by that group. The resolution asked that reasonable assurance be 
given before the meeting of the House of Delegates of the national 
association in Milwaukee in July, 1939, that when and if the increase 
in dues become operative, the American Dental Association will em- 
ploy: 

1. A well qualified full time executive secretary. 

2. A well qualified and experienced representative to spend his full 
time watching and reporting legislative developments and proposals 
that may affect the practice of dentistry and performing such other 
duties relative to legislative changes as may be assigned to him. 

3. A full time well qualified Director of Professional Relations whose 
duties will be the promotion, coordination, and elevation of state asso- 
ciation activities and a general increase in membership in the various 
state associations to the end that there will be a more uniform, rep- 
resentative and active organization of dentists in America. 














The Jersey City 
Medical Center 





by WILLIAM PAUL KLEIN, D.D.S. 


MUCH CONFUSION EXIsTs as to the 
aims and practices of the Medi- 
cal Center of Jersey City, New 
Jersey. So many rumors are 
heard of mass production medi- 
cine and dentistry, experiments 
in socialization, and impoverish- 
ment of private practices in near- 
by localities, that I have made a 
personal survey to see for myself 
what the facts are. 

The institution is conducted 
like any municipal hospital. It is 
called a Medical Center because 
all the municipal and county fa- 
cilities are massed in one great 
plant instead of being scattered 
about the country. 

No free work is performed other 
than the usual ward service com- 
mon to most hospitals. Such cases 
are accepted only after investi- 
gation into the financial status 
of the patient. Other service fits 
into the conventional semi-pri- 
vate or private classifications. 
These patients can pay and are 
charged according to the service 
they can afford. A top fee limit 
of $125.00 is attached to any op- 
eration performed for a semi- 
private patient by a surgeon (oral 
or general) and the fee arrange- 
ments and collections are han- 
dled by the hospital. Private cases 
arrange their own fees with their 
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physicians, and the hospital has 
nothing to do with the amount 
or its collection. 

The dental department is con- 
cerned chiefly with indigent 
cases; approximately ten chairs 
are available. Relief of pain ex- 
clusively is the policy. Surgery, 
periodontia, and prophylaxis are 
the services rendered. All pros- 
thetic, bridge, and restoration 
service is referred out to private 
practitioners. The one exception 
to this rule is a tide-over resto- 
ration. given maternity cases 
from six months to term. 

Patients are received by the 
dental department in two ways: 
admitted directly or they are re- 
ferred from the medical wards. 
The patient who comes direct has 
a form filled out, a number as- 
signed by which he is henceforth 
known, and he signs a card in- 
dicating he is a legal pauper. 
This makes him criminally liable 
under statute, if he has misrepre- 
sented his financial condition. No 
choice of dentists is possible, as 
the patient simply waits his turn 
until his number is called, indi- 
cating an operator is ready for 
him. 

Two internes are on duty at all 
times. During clinic hours, the 
internes are supervised by more 
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visiting dentists. Two periodon- 
tists and two oral surgeons com- 
plete the staff. Routine cases are 
handled by internes, aided when 
necessary by the supervising den- 
tists. Difficult cases are handled 
by one of the staff while the 
others observe. No cuspidors are 
used; the patient bites on a 
mouth pack immediately after 
extraction and holds it in his 
mouth for half hour, thus elimi- 
nating the contamination that 
causes most postoperative infec- 
tion. Difficult cases remain in the 
hospital over night to insure 
proper postoperative care. 

Instruments, swabs, packs, and 
so on, are all autoclaved in drums, 
a day’s supply being brought down 
each morning and opened as nec- 
essary. Instruments, trays, and 
drums are all of stainless steel and 
are moved from chair to chair on 
glorified stainless steel tea wag- 
ons. Since some 40 or 60 patients 
are treated daily, the waiting is 
long, and no patient who could 
possibly pay would submit to the 
conditions. 

The indigent patient coming in 
for medical treatment is exam- 
ined, a history prepared, and a 
card signed. Then he is stripped, 
bathed, and clothed in hospital 
garments. The patient’s own 
clothes are sterilized and stored 
or returned to relatives, and he is 
then sent to the section indicated 
by the initial examination. Those 
needing dental surgery are re- 
ferred to the dental department, 
others to surgical, roentgeno- 
graphic or whatever department 
is necessary. Approximately 80 
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patients a day are admitted un- 
der these conditions. 

Because of the belief that 
something suspicious was going 
on at the Center, the Hudson 
County Dental Society recently 
had a committee watching the 
hospital activities for five days. 
At the end of that time these men 
went into the files and selected 
150 cards at random for investi- 
gation. In each case, such unbe- 
lievable poverty was disclosed 
that the committee was satisfied 
the need was great. 

Undeniably the private prac- 
tice of medicine in Jersey City has 
been hit by this Center. Thirty six 
hundred maternity cases a year 
must remove in themselves some 
income that would otherwise go 
into the physician’s pockets. Like- 
wise a great number of street ac- 
cident cases are rushed off to the 
hospital instead of to the pa- 
tient’s physician. But is this not 
true of hospitals generally? The 
lumping of all facilities of a great 
county and municipality into one 
collection of skyscrapers makes 
for a few large totals instead of 
many little totals scattered all 
over. 

The buildings of the Center are 


huge and most impressive. Beau- 


tiful terrazo floors throughout, 
marble lined halls, magnificent 
entrance ways, walnut panelled 
elevators, bronze doors and su- 
perb equipment facilities have 
built up a staggering expenditure 
that is being paid for partly by 
Jersey City and partly by PWA 
funds. The institution is not self- 
supporting, being financed by the

CHICAGO MEETING 
ESSAYISTS COMMENT 


MORE THAN A hundred essayists discussed the scientific and economic prob- 
lems of dentistry during the seventy-fifth annual Midwinter Meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society. Some of their interesting and pertinent observations 
are recorded here: 


Dental Economics 


Clarence A. Dykstra, President of the University of Wisconsin: 

“Today we quarantine not only against scarlet fever but also against the 
acts of exploiters. This is a reverse way of describing what we are fond of 
calling governmental interference. Actually it is the interference of society 
itself for its own protection against the individuals who need regulation 
through the agency which we set up to act for us; namely, our governmental 
establishment. 

“There will be no demand for public action in this field (of health service) 
if there is a practical alternative. It certainly can be found if the professions 
are alert and thoroughly interested in the public welfare .... One seventh 
of the nation’s total health bill is now paid out of taxation. Shall the state go 
farther? Doubtless it will unless the medical professions can indicate a 
sounder and safer solution and exert the leadership which will be necessary to 
bring it about .... Let us not defy change; let us guide it and point out the 
way. Any other course may be disastrous for all.” 


Personality Problems 


S. Joseph Bregstein, Brooklyn, New York: 

A study of personal adjustment is of the greatest importance to the dentist. 
To be successful he must replace disintegrating habits with social patterns 
designed for good, such as creative imagination, thoroughness, and concen- 
tration. The dentist must understand himself first and then his patient’s 
personal and physical variations. To carry this knowledge to a practical con- 
clusion in his work, he should take a profound personal interest in his pa- 
tients and study carefully their physical condition before beginning treat- 
ments. His diagnosis should include a complete medical history, full mouth 
roentgenograms, and the accurate recording of the mouth condition using 
the proper type of scientific dental chart. 


Orthodontia 


Earl G. Jones, Columbus, Ohio: 

“Irregularity of the teeth is one of the most frequent contributing causes 
of pyorrhea ... This disease in itself makes proper mastication of food im- 
possible and food eaten is constantly mixed with the bacteria from around 
the teeth. The patient therefore not only suffers from the original condition 
of badly arranged teeth but is now a victim of the poisons that are a by- 
product of the disease. This chain of symptoms can only be eliminated by 
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treating the original condition, the irregular and crooked teeth. The ultimate 
goal of the dental profession is to make these benefits available to all through 
the prevention of the causes rather than through correction of the defects.” 






Clarence T.. Simons, Ph.D., Evanston, Illinois: 

“The dentist may ... aid in clearing up speech difficulties by combating the 
rather prevalent idea that children will outgrow them. Often that is perni- 
cious and vicious advice. Occasionally children do outgrow their speech diffi- 
culties but, statistically the chances are against it ... Any speech difficulty 
persisting past the age of five or six should receive definite attention.”

s Dental Caries 


Mary M. Moore, Philadelphia: 

Since the causes of dental caries are not known, the only method by which 
this almost universal disease can be controlled is by the constant clinical care 
of the dentist. This attention must begin when the patient is two years old and 

be continued throughout adult life (it includes placing of restorations when 
! cavities are extremely small). 


Floyde Eddy Hogeboom, Los Angeles: 

“The massive inertia of the people and lack of interest in a disease so com- 
mon and universal as dental caries has resulted in a tremendous toll in sick- 
ness and disease in this country and the world. Gradually a change in attitude 
is coming about due to many factors. Probably one of the most potent in- 
fluences is the interest of state and federal government in the general health 


of people.” 


Pediatrics 


Arthur F. Abt, assistant professor of pediatrics, Northwestern University 
Medical School: 

“The various infectious diseases of infancy show their effect upon the de- 
velopment of the teeth. The permanent marks and effects which such diseases 
as measles, chicken pox and scarlet fever may leave upon the teeth will not 
appear until from six to ten years after the acute illness. Acute diseases of 
short duration leave their marks on the teeth as definite white bands or 
grooves. Chronic illness may produce similar results but then the white bands 
are more numerous and separated by normal tooth structure which indicates 
the intervening periods of health.”

THE OPEN SEASON FOR DENTAL POLITICIANS 


IN THE SPRING a dentist’s thoughts turn to dental meetings. This is the 
time of year throughout the nation when many of the state societies 
are holding their annual sessions. This is the time for pleasure among 
dentists and for serious study. In all these meetings two attitudes— 
divergent, paradoxical attitudes—can be anticipated. There will be 
the fine spirit of cooperation. This is symbolized by committees work- 
ing long hours together arranging programs, planning clinic and 
hotel facilities and doing all the hard drudgery of program planning. 
It is the same spirit of cooperativeness that is shown on another front. 
When we have legislation to advance, those in the organized profes- 
sion move almost as a solid body toward the legislative halls. Similarly 
there is the solidarity that we have when threatened by some agency 
from without the profession. For example, when some business at- 
tempts to gain a monopoly on a dental appliance or a procedure, we 
rise up mightily and together to do battle against the ones sus- 
pected. 

The other aspect of these Spring dental meetings, the exact opposite 
of the spirit of cooperation, is shown in the sordid politics that will 
oreep in. Every dental society has a would-be boss. Every dental so- 
ciety has one self-appointed member who would like to create a politi- 
cal machine in his own image and likeness. Every dental society has 
groups of men, whispering men in smoke filled rooms, who would like 
to take it upon themselves to become self-anointed rulers in the pro- 
fession. Some of these politicians are not bound by the laws of de- 
cency and gentlemanliness; many of them are character assassins, 
scandal mongers, and petty tyrants. There is nothing that they will 
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not say or do to win dental society elections. One would think to see 
these politicos work that there was some great financial stake in- 
volved, that there was graft to be had in dental politics. This is not 
the case. So far as I know, and I know something of the inner workings 
of many dental societies, there is little or no raiding of the treasuries. 
Why, then, do these dentists fight each other for power? The first 
answer is probably the best: purely for their fun and the discomfiture 
of the other members of the society. Second, some of the politicians in 
stepping cutside the narrow zone of dental practice into the arena of 
politics satisfy their egos and expand under delusions of grandeur. 
They think they are “big shots” doing important things. Some of the 
dental politicians, however, don’t stop within the dental circles. There 
have been dental society elections that have been thrown into courts 
for adjudication. There have been hundreds of dollars needlessly spent 
in legal fees. There have been animosities created that will live long 
and bitterly. The average member of a dental society is quickly and 
completely disgusted with some of the political connivances. He ex- 
presses his disapproval, however, by staying away from the dental 
meetings rather than by attending and raising a protest. The compo- 
site excuse of such a member usually is, “I am not going to the dental 
society meeting this time because there’s too much politics.” And thus 
he goes fishing or hunting or just sits under a tree at home and looks 
into space. 

We have too many annoyances from without the profession to waste 
our energies fighting among ourselves and in needless bickering and 
petty gossip. If we don’t unite and present a solid front our weakness 
will be quickly seen by our enemies. So at this season of the year when 
the fine spirit of team work and cooperativeness is shown in creating 
dental society meetings, let us not forget the other side of the shield 
that is sordid and political. Regardless of how personable or affable the 
dental dictator may be, regardless of how benevolently he may rule, 
he should be turned out. No dental society can long survive under the 
domination of boss rule or under the machinations of a political 


machine.

New York (New York) Herald 
Tribune: To finance a ten-year in- 
vestigation of the dental conditions 
among adults and children in the 
United States, Doctor Alfred Walker 
advocated a federal appropriation of 
$10,000,000 in a speech made before 
the First District Dental Society of 
New York, of which he is a past 
president. Under his suggested plan 
the $10,000,000 would be used to give 
dental service and conduct studies 
in relation to this service. Doctor 
Walker, who is a member of the 
American Dental Association com- 
mittee on the national health pro- 
gram, declared that all previous plans 
for a wider distribution of dental 
care had failed to consider that there 
are three different Classes of dental 
problems, those of the child, the adult 
who needs only moderate service, and 
the adult who needs extensive dental 
care. He further divided the popula- 
tion in two main categories—those 
whose dental problems are minor and 
should receive the minimum care 
necessary for health and those who 
have serious dental needs and must 
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have adequate care. Doctor Walker 
suggested that minimum care could 
be provided as part of a low-cost 
general health service, tax-supported 
or financed by health insurance. Un- 
der this plan adequate care would be 
provided for adults able to pay a 
reasonable proportion of the normal 
cost. The organization of a central 
registration bureau, which would 
handle applications for dental ser- 
vice and make recommendations, 
was also proposed by Doctor Walker. 


Scranton (Pennsylvania) Scran- 
tonian: Clay Boland, Philadelphia 
dentist, who wrote the 1938 song hit 
“Stop Beatin’ Around the Mulberry 
Bush” has just returned from Holly- 
wood where he received an interest- 
ing offer from Warner Brothers. 
Terms have not yet been finally set- 
tled, but pending the ironing out of 
minor differences, Doctor Boland 
may sign a moving picture contract. 
A native of Blakely, Pennsylvania, 
Doctor Boland attended the Univer- 
sities of Scranton and Pennsylvania. 
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At the latter institution he wrote the 
music for the MAsK AND WIc produc- 
tion in his senior year and has con- 
tributed new tunes every year since. 
Before beginning his dental practice 
Doctor Boland was featured as one 
of the Studebaker Twins on a na- 
tional radio hook-up. Earlier than 
this he wrote his first real hit “Dreary 
Weather,” while he was a sophomore 
at the University of Pennsylvania, 
and has since written many songs 
that have become nationally popular. 
Sidelights on Doctor Boland’s inter- 
esting dental-musical career were 
published in the December, 1938, 
issue Of ORAL HYGIENE. 


Westchester (Pennsylvania) Local 
News: Last month Doctor S. Blair 
Luckie, who will be 90 next August, 
completed his sixty-fifth year of den- 
tal practice. Late in the nineteenth 
century, 1895 to be exact, Doctor 
Blair organized the Chester and 
Delaware County Dental Society and 
was its first president. Six years later 
he was elected president of the Penn- 
sylvania State Dental Association 
and was appointed to the State Board 
of Dental Examiners by Governor 
Pinchot and reappointed by Governor 
Fisher. Doctor and Mrs. Luckie will 
celebrate their sixtieth wedding an- 
niversary in October of this year. 


Saint Paul (Minnesota) Dispatch: 
A new dental research clinic and 
laboratory has been established at 
the University of Minnesota to cor- 
relate the practice of dentistry and 
medicine. Clinic director Doctor C. E. 
Rudolph announced that the initial 
aims of the clinic will be to study and 
seek preventive measures for two of 
the most common diseases of child- 
hood, dental caries and malocclusion. 
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“This is the first time,’ Doctor 
Rudolph said, “that dentistry and 
medicine have combined to study 
child health in this particular way. 
We will work with children because 
in the child lies our hope of prevent- 
ing dental ills.” 

The Carnegie Foundation con- 
siders the research so important that 
it has set up three fellowships to pay 
scientists who work in this clinic. 
The project, Doctor Rudolph pointed 
out, will not be limited to the schools 
of dentistry and medicine but will 
draw on the resources of such de- 
partments as chemistry, physics, 
metallurgy, genetics, anthropology, 
and physiology. Doctor P. J. Brekhus, 
a member of the supervising com- 
mittee, will be in charge of the den- 
tal research in the clinic. 


Clearfield (Pennsylvania) Pro- 
gress: In a plane he bought second- 
hand five years ago, Doctor D. Edgar 
Miller, Mahaffey’s “flying dentist” 
joined the recent “Light Plane Caval- 
cade” of 522 pilots to Miami, Florida, 
and made a 3,000 mile junket, visiting 
nearly every city and town of im- 
portance along the South Atlantic 
Coast. Doctor Miller flew in a squad- 
ron of six planes, three of which were 
forced down or lost before reaching 
Florida. “The fact that my plane was 
old did not hamper me a bit,” Doctor 
Miller said. “I was able to keep ahead 
of most of the planes all the way, 
and when we reached Florida several 
aviation magazines took pictures of 
my ship because of its good showing.” 
The object of the junket was to popu- 
larize light sport planes. Doctor 
Miller, who has been interested in 
aviation since he was a boy, did not 
learn to fly until seven years ago, a 
few months after he set up his dental 
office in Mahaffey.

Tooth Stains 


Q.—I have a child patient of 6, and 
she has quite a bit of black stain on 
her teeth. The stain can be removed 
easily but returns within about six 
months. I should appreciate any help 
you can offer me on this case. 

I also have a case which is puzzling 
to me. The man is about 33, and has 
a nearly perfect set of teeth. He com- 
plains of pressure on the right upper 
wisdom tooth. It is in perfect aline- 
ment, but the lower opposing tooth 
is tilted forward and slightly upward 
on the distal occlusal surface. I no- 
ticed too, a kind of white calloused 
tissue in his mouth on both sides, 
about the level of the occluding sur- 
faces of the teeth. He is not biting 
into his jaws, and there is no sore- 
ness. Can you tell me what this is? 
—S. J. V., Missouri. 

A.—We have received letters 
from time to time in relation to 
black stain and we have replied 
that we have had a few such 
cases but that we were not sure 
of the cause. We have thought in 
some cases that it was due to a 
high leafy vegetable diet and in 
some cases to a high protein diet, 
but we have not had enough 
cases in either instance from 
which to draw worth while con- 
clusions. 

Since receiving your letter I 
have spent some time in looking 
over the literature to see what 
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had been written on the subject. 
The Index of Dental Periodical 
Literature lists an article by C. 
E. John in the New Zealand Den- 
tal Journal in 1911, entitled “Dis- 
coloration of Teeth and _ Its 
Treatment.” The American Sys- 
tem of Dentistry, Lea Brothers 
and Co., 1887, speaks of green 
stain as a cryptogram or lichen 
which forms in the enamel cuti- 
cle before fifteen years of age. E. 
C. Kirk treats of green stain in 
Mouth Hygiene, Fones, Lea and 
Febiger, 1916, but he does not dis- 
cuss the type of stain of which 
you speak. However, he says that 
green stain on the tooth surface 
is readily removed by the appli- 
cation of iodine and the subse- 
quent use of polishing powder. 
You might try this treatment on 
your patient. 

The American Text Book of 
Operative Dentistry, Ward, Lea, 
& Febiger, 1926, page 636, speaks 
of “superficial organic stains 
from foodstuffs, especially fruit 

Marshall! says nothing about 
black stains. McGehee? lists 
stains on teeth as:

2McGehee, W. H. O.: A Text Book of Op- 
erative Dentistry, P. Blakiston’s Son & 


Co. 
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1. Green stains in the mouths 
of children. 

2. Chromogenic stains, green, 
brown or reddish. 

3. Tobacco, tea, coffee, and me- 
dicinal stain. 

American Text Book of Opera- 
tive Dentistry, Kirk, Lea & Febig- 
er, does not mention stains on 
teeth. 

From this dearth of material 
in the literature one must con- 
clude that this condition is not 
common or is not considered of 
sufficient importance to investi- 
gate. 

Your second case may be one 
of traumatic occlusion and irri- 
tation of the cheeks either from 
pressure of the teeth, the use of 
tobacco, or some other irritant.— 
GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Dislocation of the Mandible 


Q.—As you notice, I am back in my 
native land, to which I returned from 
Detroit, Michigan, where I had been 
practicing for about twelve years. 

During the years in the states, as 
well as my last year in South Africa, 
I have been a steady reader of ORAL 
HyGIeneE. I find it very interesting, 
and your articles in it are invaluable. 
Although it is about a month old by 
the time it reaches me, I always look 
forward fervently to the arrival of 
ORAL HYGIENE. 

Will you be kind enough to answer 
a question? What do you do to cor- 
rect a dislocation of the mandible, as 
sometimes happens to a person when 
laughing or yawning?—J. A. R., Pre- 
toria, South Africa. 

A.—We wish to thank you for 
your kind words about our de- 
partment. 

Dislocation or subluxation of 
the temporomandibular joint has 
been the subject of much inves- 
tigation and experimentation, 
and there is a good deal in the lit-

erature about it. Not knowing 
what literature is available to 
you, I do not know how much of 
a bibliography to give you. But I 
assume you have the Journal of 
the American Dental Association 
so I am going to call your atten- 
tion to an article by Louis W. 
Schultz? of Chicago in which, 
after reviewing the literature, he 
advises the injection of 0.5 cc. of 
a solution of 5 per cent sodium 
psylliate into the joint. 

If this journal is not available, 
I’ll be glad to quote the technique 
upon your request.—GEorRGE R. 
WARNER. 


Hypodermic Needles 


Q.—I should appreciate your aid 
in ironing out several points which 
have puzzled me in the sterilization 
of hypodermic needles. 

First, let me state that I use a pat- 
ented syringe, which makes it im- 
possible to flush the needle as can be 
done with the glass barrel type. I, 
therefore, cannot use such solutions 
as alcohol, glycerine, and so on, as 
recommended in text books, after 
boiling. 

Second, I use rust-proof needles. 
My problem is this: When a patient 
presents himself for an extraction, I 
don’t want to have to spend 20 min- 
utes boiling a needle. I want to be 
ready to inject at a moment’s notice, 
if such a thing is possible, with the 
satisfaction of knowing that my 
needle is 100 per cent sterile. 

At present, immediately after ex- 
traction, I let the water run on the 
needle and then let it boil in distilled 
water for 20 minutes. I then cut the 
heat down to about 180° F. and the 
needles remain in the hot water un- 
til the next injection, which may not 
be for hours or even possibly days. 





sSchultz, L. W.: The Curative Treatment 
for Subluxation of the Temporoman- 
dibular Joint or of any Joint, J. A. D. A. 
and Dental Cosmos (December) 1937. 
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At the end of the day I take out the 
needles, put in the wires and place in 
a dry container. I clean out the con- 
tainer in which the needles were 
boiled. In the morning I again boil 
the needles in distilled water and do 
exactly as the preceding day. 

Now, what I would like to know is 
this: Is there any advantage in using 
distilled water rather than tap water 
for boiling the needles? (Distilled 
water is recommended by Doctor 
Adolph Berger yet there are many 
who say tap water is all that is nec- 
essary.) 

Secondly: Will keeping the needles 
in distilled water all day long cause 
them to rust in time? (I am discount- 
ing the claims made for the needles 
being absolutely rustproof.) Does 
keeping the water hot after it has 
boiled help to prevent rust or can I 
just as well turn the heat off com- 
pletely? 

Third: Is it advisable to boil the 
needles with the wires in them or is 
it best to remove the wires? If it is 
better to keep the wires in, would it 
be a good idea to substitute horse 
hair in place of the wires? Will the 
horse hair break down after boiling 
too often? 

Fourth: I should like to know the 
difference between distilled and com- 
mercial germicide sterile water. At 
present, I keep my forceps in solu- 
tion. When ready for use, I immerse 
it in a solution of 5 per cent phenol in 
distilled water. (Recommended by 
Doctor Blass of Columbia.) I have 
been told that 5 per cent phenol in 
sterile water would be better, or 
rather safer. What is your opinion? 

—A. R., New York. 

A.—1. Distilled water has the 
advantage of being free of im- 
purities which might form a film 
on your needles. 

2. We cannot answer the ques- 
tion about the needles eventually 
rusting if kept in distilled water. 
We cannot see why hot water 
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would be more likely to prevent 
rusting than cold water. 

3. It is common practice to boil 
needles without the wire. There is 
a possibility of corrosion of the 
wire unless it is known to be cor- 
rosion proof. 

4. Distilled water may or may 
not be sterile. Sterile water is ab- 
solutely free of live organisms 
and it is not necessarily distilled. 

The commercial germicide you 
mention is supposed to sterilize 
instruments efficiently and many 
eye surgeons depend on that 
alone for their delicate knives. 
So it would seem that the phenol 
solution is superfluous.—GEORGE 
R. WARNER. 


Abrasions Corrected 


Q.—A woman in her seventies 
called at my office about two years 
ago with abrasions on the labial sur- 
faces of both upper centrals. These 
areas were not decayed in the least 
but were worn until the dentine was 
visible and the teeth were shiny. I 
made an appointment to repair these 
areas with silicate restorations, but 
in the meantime she met with an 
accident, and it was about six months 
before she was able to return. On her 
return, much to my surprise, the 
enamel on the left central had been 
almost completely regenerated and 
the right central had begun to re- 
generate. 

I advised her to let them alone for 
a while and informed her that I 
should like to see them again in a few 
months. She came in about ten days 
ago and has almost a complete new 
enamel on both teeth. 

Can you give any explanation for 
this? 

I personally have never heard of 
anything like it and am curious to 
know if there is anything of this 
nature on record.—P. A. B., Kansas. 

A.—The phenomenon reported 


in your letter is contrary to the 
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laws governing the formation of 
enamel, and naturally I have not 
seen any such thing. 

Many dentists have reported 
and I have seen the eburnation 
of dentine when exposed by caries 
or abrasion. Such eburnated den- 
tine may look like enamel but 
does not have enamel rods. 

It would be interesting to have 
photographs and _  roentgeno- 
grams of your case even now, al- 
though they would have been 
more valuable if taken when you 
first saw the patient and again at 
this time.—GErEorGE R. WARNER. 


Pathology of Joints 


Q.—I have a patient whose jaws 
slick when she opens them, and oc- 
casionally they lock. She reports that 
when they lock she allows them to 


stay that way until they release 


themselves. She cannot sleep on her 
right side because her jaws go out of 
place. This does not happen when 
she sleeps on her left side. 

She said she had her jaws wired 
(interdental wiring) but it did not 
help any. 

If you have any suggestions for 
treatment, I should greatly appre- 
ciate any advice you have to offer. 

I might add that her bite is very 
close. She has all her teeth except a 
lower second bicuspid. This condition 
has been troubling her for a year.— 
E. H. W., Ohio. 

A.—The clicking of the tem- 
poromandibular joint is indica- 
tive of an inflammatory condition 
of the joint. Inflammation of the 
joint is ordinarily caused by some 
neighboring focus of infection or 
some more or less constant strain 
on the joint. The common sources 
of infection that affect this joint 
are the mouth, tonsils or para- 
nasal sinuses. 
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The common causes of undue 
strain on the joint are malocclu- 
Sion because of irregular teeth, 
loss of teeth or bad dental restor- 
ations, or the loss of vertical di- 
mension as pointed out by Cos- 
ten? and others. 

I trust some one or more of 
these suggestions will be helpful 
in locating the cause of the trou- 
ble in your case.—GEorGE R. War- 
NER. 


Opening into Sinus 


Q.—Mr. X came to my office one 
night for the extraction of an upper 
left six year molar. For the first time 
in my long experience as dentist, a 
small third root went through the 
floor of antrum after the removal of 
two other roots. 

I made a number of roentgeno- 
grams and could see the small root 
but could not get it out of the an- 
trum. I flushed the antrum with 
antiseptic but could not seem to wash 
it out nor, with small hoe shaped in- 
strument, locate the root. The open- 
ing is about as large as an ordinary 
green pea. 

I left the opening and the root 
finally worked out as shown by sev- 
eral roentgenograms. The antrum 
dips down low in the region indicated. 

The opening has stood for three 
weeks. It runs into the cheek and 
there is little soft tissue to draw to- 
gether with stitches, which I have 
been able to do the few times this 
has happened. To cut away more 
bone will increase the size of the 
opening. 

On account of the financial condi- 
tion of the patient, it will be unwise 
to send him to a specialist. Did I pro- 
ceed correctly? I have performed ex- 
tractions and considerable oral sur- 


gery. 





4Costen, J. B.: Neuralgias And Ear Symp- 
toms Involved In General Diagnosis Due 
To Mandibular Joint Pathology, J. of the 
Kans. Med. Soc. (August) 1935. 
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Will you please describe the up- 
to-date technique to use for the re- 
moving of the root and the closing of 
opening into the antrum? 

I noticed what looked like a new 
granulated tissue forming over the 
opening. Will it close itself if it is 
left alone or a partial denture is 
placed over it? 

What are the dangers of infection 
from food or other causes?—W. H., 
New Jersey. 

A.—It seems to me that you 
handled this case well. 

Openings in the floor of an 
antrum tend to close spontane- 
ously, so it would be wise to give 
your case a chance to do this. A 
temporary denture of vulcanite 
covering the opening is thought 
to be helpful. If the opening fails 
to close, Iam sure you could close 
it with a flap from the roof of the 
mouth. This is the method com- 
monly used now. There is not 
much danger from infection from 
food. 

If efforts to remove a root from 
the antrum with washing, hooked 
instruments, or suction pump fail, 
it is common practice to lay back 
a flap on the buccal aspect of the 
antrum, open through the bone, 
remove the root and sew the 
mucoperiosteal flap back to place. 
—GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Cover Opening in Sinus 


Q.—In reply to your kind letter I 
should like to have further informa- 
tion about the case of Mr. X, who 
has an opening into the antrum fol- 
lowing removal of six year molar. All 
the teeth are missing in this region. 

I tried to make a flap from the 
palatal surface and the tissue was 
so thin that it tore after stitches 
were inserted leaving little room for 
circulation. The patient could feel 
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no sensation from air and little from 
mouth wash after I finished. There 
was no pain. 

I was afraid of cutting the post 
palatine nerve and artery. Would 
this be harmful? 

As the patient’s mouth is small, 
the buccal muscles large, and the 
antral opening is flush with cheek, 
would it be safe to make a flap from 
the cheek muscles and would it cause 
damage to the parotid gland? Is the 
operation ever performed that way? 

There was a slight new granulation 
of tissue over the opening before my 
last attempt to stitch together with a 
flap covering the opening. Several 
roentgenograms have been made. 

There is no infection and the pa- 
tient is not suffering any pain.— 
W. H., New Jersey. 

A.—Since receiving your letter 
I have consulted an oral surgeon 
on your problem. 

In making a flap to cover an 
opening in the sinus it is neces- 
sary to take. a good heavy flap, 
right down to the bone. Don’t 
worry about the nerves; they re- 
generate if you happen to cut 
one. But be sure to have a heavy 
flap with good blood supply and 
take as before—from the palatal 
side of the ridge—GeorcE R.

Osteomyelitis 


Q.—Before presenting this case I 
must say that I not only enjoy but 
profit greatly from your department 
in ORAL HYGIENE. 

One of my patients, a man, 58, ap- 
pears to be robust but suffers occa- 
sionally from stomach ulcers. His 
teeth are abraded from chewing to- 
bacco and there is pyorrhea with 
pockets about to the middle third of 
the roots. 

He presented himself with the left 
side of face up to his eye badly swol- 
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len, swelling was slightly red, and 
soft, but as near as I could tell no 
fluid was present. A roentgenogram 
showed the upper left lateral with 
pocket and apical abscess. I advised 
magnesium sulphate packs. The next 
day the tooth was loose and drain- 
ing. I extracted it at this time. The 
following day he presented with face 
still swollen, the swollen area having 
one point to lingual of upper left cus- 
pid and one to the labial of upper left 
central. These teeth were exceedingly 
loose. His temperature was 101.5° F. 
I incised points and advised hot mag- 
nesium sulphate packs. I advised him 
to consult his physician. Doing so he 
was given medicine and advised to 
stay in bed. 

Roentgenograms at this time 
showed no infection other than the 
old lateral socket. It all appeared to 
be in soft tissues of the ridge. Three 
days later he presented with swelling 
subsided; both incised places and 
lateral socket were draining a thin 
yellow fluid. Central and cuspid were 
very loose and painful. I extracted 
them at this time. The left side of 
palate was swollen and felt as though 
fluid was present. His temperature, 
99.5° F. Five days after, he presented 
with second bicuspid and second 
molar very loose and painful, with 
swollen points on the buccal of each. 
Roentgenograms showed no apical 
infection of these two teeth. The 
points were incised and drained a 
thin yellow fluid. In three days 
roentgenograms showed apical ab- 
scesses on second bicuspid and sec- 
ond molar. Drainage from all sockets 
and incisions and swollen palate still 
present. Temperature 99.5° F. These 
teeth were extracted. Temperature 
99.5° F. continued for ten days as 
did all points of drainage. Then the 
temperature became normal, the pa- 
tient rested and had a good appetite, 
yet all sockets together with the cus- 
pid incision continued to drain a thin 
watery yellow fluid. (At no time has 
the drainage had an offensive odor.) 
Roentgenograms showed normal 
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bone and sockets. Five days later all 
drainage had ceased, except the cus- 
pid incision. Roentgenograms showed 
only normal bone and sockets. A 
month later the patient presented, 
and I removed a large piece of pro- 
cess from a point just below the 
mucobuccal fold approximately over 
the apex of the first bicuspid. This 
point is still draining a thin watery 
slightly yellow fluid. Within two 
months he presented, complaining of 
soreness of upper left first molar. 

The upper left first bicuspid has 
been out for years. All mentioned as 
extracted were extracted without any 
anesthesia, as I have no nitrous ox- 
ide and felt no other was safe. Pa- 
tient refused to go where nitrous 
oxide was available. However, the 
teeth were so loose he said there was 
very little pain during the extrac- 
tions. 

Since the upper left first molar is 
giving little trouble I am waiting, if 
possible, until I hear from you before 


. I proceed. 


Possibly you can give me some ad- 
vice as to how to proceed. It appears 
to me as if some type of infection is 
present in the bicuspid region.— 
H. H. H., Kansas. 

A.—From the history of the 
case presented in your letter I 
suspect your patient had an os- 
teomyelitis. At present the alveo- 
lar bone is destroyed in the bi- 
furcations of the molar, which 
makes it a source of infection. 
Therefore, this tooth should be 
removed. 

You have handled this case well 
and I would continue the wait- 
ing game, because, as you Know, 
osteomyelitis cannot be cured by 
surgical interference. The use of 
the hot magnesium sulphate 
packs and allowing bone seques- 
tra to slough out in their own 
good time is the best way to treat 
this condition.—GEorGE R. WAR- 
NER. 
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Loss of Hair 


Q.—A case, interesting to me, was 
presented in my office recently. A 
man about 48 came in to have a lower 
molar removed. About 10 years ago 
I performed dental services for this 
man, including some _ extractions, 
everything seeming normal at that 
time. He then moved away returning 
a short time ago. 

I made a mandibular block, and 
after waiting about 10 minutes found 
that there was not the slightest an- 
esthesia. Another block was made 
with the same result. I then surmised 
something was wrong, so injected 
1 cc. solution at the buccal of this 
tooth and for my own curiosity an- 
other 1 cc. at the buccal of the upper 
first bicuspid on the same side, the 
right. Both of these last injections 
blanched the tissue because of the 
epinephrin and gave all the symp- 
toms of a successful anesthesia, ex- 
cept there was not the slightest an- 
esthesia. I took pains to see that he. 
was not shamming. It simply did not 
take. 

This man was not nervous, al- 
though while I made the injections, 
he seemed to experience more than 
the usual amount of discomfort. 

Nine of his teeth are missing, some 
of which were extracted by me, and 
all these teeth were extracted with 
perfect anesthesia. I used a 2 per 
cent solution of procaine tablets 
made fresh for this patient. 

Now here is the odd part. As a 
member of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in moving up into the 
Argonne he was mildly gassed. No 
treatment or discomfort followed. A 
couple of years later a spot on the 
left cheek and one on the neck 
started to become bald. This in- 
creased slowly until about 4 years 
ago when the baldness spread rapid- 
ly until his entire body was com- 
pletely devoid of hair. Treatment and 
medicine were given at the outset of 
the disorder without any success. 

The patient says he feels no dis- 
comfort except his skin is more sen- 
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sitive to sun and dust as are his eyes 
which are without lashes and brows. 
This was the first extraction at- 
tempted since the loss of his hair, 
Could there possibly be a connec- 
tion to explain the failure of the an- 
esthetic to work? 
If I had not been successful before 


I might think myself at fault. 

Can you give me any reason for 
this failure and suggest what to do 
if this patient returns for further ex- 
tractions?—J. J. P., Nebraska. 

A.—The case you present in 
your letter is indeed rare and in- 
teresting. We have a woman pa- 
tient who has lost all hair from 
her entire body following the 
complete removal surgically of 
the thyroid and parathyroid 
glands. It would be interesting to 
check as to whether these glands 
are functioning normally for this 
man. 

However, a comparison with 
our patient would not explain the 
procaine anesthesia failure for we 
extracted a number of teeth for 
this woman recently under nor- 
mal procaine anesthesia. I am at 
a loss to suggest the reason for 
the procaine failure for your pa- 
tient, but possibly some of our 
readers can throw some light on 
the subject.—V. CLypE SMEDLEY. 


Incisors Injured 


Q.—I should appreciate your opin- 
ion relative to the treatment of the 
following case: 

A little patient, aged two, fell face 
forward on a linoleum floor, strik- 
ing the upper central incisors in such 
a manner as to drive the right cen- 
tral straight upward through its 
socket so that only the incisal edge 
was visible, similar to a tooth just 
beginning to erupt. There was no 
pain or swelling after two hours fol- 
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lowing the injury. In three weeks 
following the accident, the impacted 
incisor has come down about half 
the length of the crown and the other 
superior central incisor has discol- 
ored indicating death of the pulp. 
There are at present no subjective 
symptoms. 

As I have never had a case similar 
to this, would you kindly advise me 
as to the best treatment?—R. D. B., 
New York. 

A.—If you are satisfied that 
these two deciduous centrals are 
devitalized, they should be ex- 
tracted. 

As a rule no space retainer is 
necessary where the deciduous 
centrals or laterals are lost, but 
you should keep careful watch of 
the child, checking with roent- 
genograms from time to time the 
development and eruption of the 
permanent incisors.—V. CLYDE

Canker Sores 


Q.—I have a patient, a man in fine 
physical condition, who as far back 
as he can remember has never been 
without at least one canker sore in 
his mouth. If they are treated in any 
way, the inflammation and pain is 
acute, so he leaves them alone. He 
has had a Wasserman test which was 
negative, and his physician can find 
nothing wrong with him. Can you 
give me any advice as to how to help 
him?—H. H., New York. 

A.—Has your patient’s physi- 
cian given him complete allergy 
tests? It has been proved that 
many cases of persistent cankers 
are the result of some food aller- 


gy.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Discolored Gingiva 


Q.—I should appreciate your help 
in diagnosing an oral condition in 
one of my patients. 
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The patient is a woman, unmar- 
ried, 26, with a brunette complexion. 
She is a graduate nurse doing public 
health work at present. 

The condition consists of black 
discolorations on the gingiva. It is 
present in the upper central incisor 
and bicuspid regions and the lower 
bicuspid regions. In the center of the 
gingiva over the upper central inci- 
sors, there are two black spots, three 
millimeters by five millimeters, oval 
shaped, definitely black, and defi- 
nitely outlined. In the bicuspid re- 
gions the discoloration is located in 
the interproximal papilla, but it is 
more diffuse though also black. The 
black color does not appear along the 
free edge of the gingiva as in lead 
poisoning, but is just above the free 
margin about two to three milli- 

meters and appears in spots. The con- 
dition is painless. 

The patient has been using no hair 
dyes, taking no drugs (except an oc- 
casional aspirin), taking no treat- 
ments, oral or systemic. She has not 
been ill during the last five years, and 
has never been treated for Vincent’s 
angina. Her general health is good, 
her blood count normal, hemoglobin 
90%, blood pressure 100/80. 

I suspected metal poisoning, and 
therefore had a blood smear and 
urinalysis made, both of which 
proved negative. Negative reactions 
from a physical examination by a 
physician eliminated the possibility 
of pigmentation due to Addison’s 
Disease, melanosis, or pregnancy. 

I have considered the possibility 
that this condition may be the result 
of a breaking down of blood pigment 
in the tissue, but after thorough ex- 
amination I have rejected the opin- 
ion. I have considered performing a 
biopsy, but would like your opinions 
and suggestions before doing so.— 
L. W., New Jersey. 

A.—It is not at all uncommon 
for brunettes to have pigmenta- 
tion of the gum tissue. This pig- 
mentation does not always extend 
to the gingival margins, in fact I 
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believe it more frequently does 
not reach the gingival margins. 
It is likely to be in the anterior 
region of the mandible, although 
I have seen it in all regions of the 
mouth. 

We also find a black discolora- 
tion of the gingiva from the use 
of charcoal. Of course that is not 
commonly used at the present 
time, but if it is used it becomes 
embedded in the gum tissue and 
remains there forever. 

Considering the careful exami- 
nation you have made and the 
ruling out of various conditions 
it seems to me that this marked 
discoloration is more likely to be 
the natural pigmentation of a 
brunette than a pigmentation 
caused by any sort of mineral 
poisoning.—_GEORGE R. WARNER.

Dentures and Lisping 


Q.—Will you be so good as to make 
a few statements on lisping in rela- 
tion to the wearing of dentures, its 
causes, and methods of correction ?— 
A. B., Arizona. 

A.—Lisping, whistling, or any 
other speech interference occa- 
sioned by dentures will usually be 
overcome by the patient as the 
tongue accommodates itself to 
the new and different contour 
that the dentures provide. 

If in a particular case this is not 
so, the procedure that I follow, in 
the case of a lisp, is to make sure 
first that the lower denture does 
not ride upon or interfere in any 
way with the free movement of 
the frenum. I would next experi- 
ment with different contours of 
the palate by the addition of wax 
or trimming the denture.—V. 
CLYDE SMEDLEY.

CANNED FOODS FOR INFANT AND 
EARLY CHILD FEEDING 


@ Milk is the basic article in the diet of 
the infant and young child. Breast milk 
is preferred for infant feeding. However, 
circumstances commonly require that 
other types of milk, properly formulated 
and supplemented, must be used. 


Because of the wide range of digestive 
tolerance possessed by most infants the 
various types of formulas used routine- 
ly are usually tolerated by the majority 
of infants.

Nutritional research has advanced 
sufficiently to adapt effectively the 

oe peers type of milk to the individ- 

ual infant rather than the infant 
to the milk.” 


Thus has been aptly expressed the trend 
in modern pediatrics towards the use of 
**individualized”’ rather than standard- 
ized formulas. 


Because of many desirable properties 
such as its uniformity in composition 
and its physical properties after homo- 
genization and heating—as well as its 
ready availability and economy—can- 
ned evaporated milk has been success- 
fully used for many years in infant 


feeding. The value of such milk in some 
instances where individualized feeding 
is required has also been clearly in- 


dicated(1). 


There appears to be no uniform agree- 
ment among pediatricians as to the 
exact time of life when other foods 
should be added to the milk diet.
